JURY FINDS HAMILTON GUILTY OF 


MANSLAUGHTER IN FIRST DEGREE 


i 


End of the Sensational flurder Trial Which Has 


Been Agitating Flour City Society 


for »hese Many flonths. 


Minneapolis, Feb. 20.—The Hamil- 


ton jury at nine fifty o'clock 
this 


morning returned a verdict ot guilty 
of manslaughter in the first degree. 


The jury recommended the prisoner 


to the mercy of the court. 
Upon the 


finding he can be sentenced from five 
to twenty years. 
A motion was filed 


for a new trial. 


The result was a complete surprise 


to Hamilton. 
After his return to the 


cell'-Tie refused to see anyone except 
Mliss Johnson of Colorado who has 
been devoted to him through the trial. 


Leonard A. Day, son of a millionaire 


lumberman, a social leader in Minne- 
apolis, a young man with plenty of 
money and a lack of serious purpose, 
was stabbed to death in the billiard 
room of the West hotel at 2 o'clock 
in the morning, November 25. 


Frank Hamilton, sporting uditor of 


the Minneapolis Times, was immed- 
iately arrested, afterward indicted for 
the murder and was placed on trial 
February 4. 


The murder, the strange stories of 


social degeneracy that 
caused a 


quarrel, the prominence of all parties 
caused a tremendous sensation and for 
months .there has been an exclusion 
of al other topics of 
discussion in 


the circles in' which these young men 
were prominent.

arrest came rumors that 
perhaps 


Hamilton was not the guilty one after 
all and from the circumstances and 
events .the friends of the 
accused 


sought to weave a web of mystery for 
the confusion of the prosecution. 


Day had returned from 
Europe a 


few days 'before his death. 
He had 


heard that his name had been handed 
about 
• in uncomplimentary fashion 


by Hamilton. 
They had never met 


until the night of the murder. 
There 


was a. violent quarrel in which the 
name of Miss Carrie Slagel, a young 
society woman, was mentioned. 


Then came the struggle, the flash 


of a knife. 
The spectators ruahed to 


the corner'to find Day gasping 
in 


death, with a great gash in his throat. 
A knife lay on the floor. 


Hamilton denied that he- had killed 


Day although at the trial a policeman 
testified that Hamilton had confessed 
the murder to him.

IOWA'S FALSE ECONOMY. 


The great state of Iowa, with its 


progressive intelligence, is very poor- 
ly represented in some of its adminis- 
trative departments and especially in 
the care oi£ its state institutions1. 
.Three-.or .four years ago the state 
adopted the Wisconsin system, and in 
place of local hoards for the manage- 
ment of the,several institutions, ap- 
pointed a board of control. The board 
was composed of three men insteai. 
of five and in order to insure the se- 
.lection of good men 
for the 
work, 


the salaries flxed were much more 
liberal than in Wisconsin. 
The per- 


sonnel of the board is'not pertinent 
but the.work of the board is open to 
criticism, and the good state 
of 


Iowa is suffering and her charitable 
and philanthropic 
work is being 


handicapped by a board whose sole 
mission seems to be the saving of 
money. 


The state has one of the largest 


and best equipped schools for deaf in 
the 
country, 
numbering some six 


hundred pupils. 
One of the first 


acts of the board was to cut the sal- 
ary list of the teachers about fifty 
per cent., failing to recognize the 
important fact, that long 
training 


and experience is necessary to this 
class of teachers. 
fhe school was 


crippled in proportion, and the only 
compensation was the saving of a 
few thousand dollars. 


The state had an industrial home 


for the blind where about fifty blind 
men 
were 
furnished 
shelter 
and 


. .employment. 
Investigation showed 


that the home was not self support- 
ing, 
and so these three wise men 


closed it up and turned the inmates 
loose with a pittance of money, 
tc 


. shift for themselves. 


The State School for the Blind-is lo- 


cated at Vinton, with about 175 schol- 
ars. 
This school has been crippled 


almost beyond recognition, 
and the 


latest act of the board is to vote to 
close it March 31. instead of June 
30, three months ahead of time, be- 
cause they lacked the wisdom and 
foresight to properly provide for its 


chance of passage and ia doomed to 
defeat." 


This man thought he knew the ma- 


jority ' sentiment of the senate, and 
if he does, the friends of the bill will 
be obliged to resort to other1 argu- 
ment 
than hasty legislatir.a 
to 


win the support necessary to suc- 
cess. 


The cold facts concerning the bill 


are simply these. 
Ninety per cent, 


of the people of the state know noth- 
iiifr about 
the bill, 
and caro less. 


They have never been corrupted by 
politics, either direct-ly or indirectly, 
and are not in mortal terror or polit- 
ical contamination. 
If it was sub- 


mitted to the people today, it would 
be voted out five to one. 


If the principles of the law are 


right, put them before the people in- 
telligently, and then permit the peo- 
ple to say what they wan& 
Noth- 


ing Is to be gained by hasty action.

ment of the Milwaukee Sentinel in 
its first issue under the new manage- 
ment, is very gratifying to the rank

ROAD. IS HOPEFUL. 


He Was in Janesville Today Consult 


ing with Business Men Regarding 
the Right of Way for the Rockford 
•nd Janesville Line—Beloit is the 
Only Stumbling Block. 
H. H. Clough of Elyria, O., president 


of the Rockford & Janesville electric 
line in company with Supervisor A. C. 
Powers of Beloit, who is engaged in 
securing the right of 
way 
be- 


tween this city and Beloit, were in 
the city today on business connected 
with the road. 


Mr. Clbugli was here'for the purpose 


of interviewing a number of promi 
nent business men and manufacturers 
in regard to business-interests connect- 
ed with the proposed line and also to 
look over some ground and select the 
best route by which to enter this city. 


He thinks1 that there is hardly a 


question but that the line will be built 
as soon as the spring opens up and 
permits the work to be carried 
on. 


The right of way between here and Be- 
loit is about all secured. 
The greater 


portion of that yet to be secured are 
parts of estates which are still under 
the control of the county judge. 
This 


was one of the objects of Mr. dough's 
visit to this city. 


They have not as yet secured their 


franchise in Beloit but think it is now 
in a positon where it will be granted. 
Mr. Clough stated that if there had 
been no opposition to their applica- 
tion forf,a franchise in Beloit a. year 
ago the'road would now be in opera- 
tion. 
The Beloit people had an idea 


that if they built the road that every- 
one would go away from Beloit and 
that no one would come back. 
Janes- 


ville was also one of their sore points.' 
They did not want electric line con- 
nections with this city, as it would 
tend to injure their business 


He was not certain that his line 


would have any connections with the 
road now in operation in this city. 
The 
road in its present • condition 


voujd be of no use to them and would 
have to be rebuild. 
The rails are 


too light to carry the cars to be used

His idea is to ask the city for a 


franchise and build an independent 
system to conect with the Intel urban 
lines.

The debate took wide 
range. Senator Daniel (Va) and oth- 
ers spoke in defense of

as 


"brutes" and "dogs," aud Mr. Tillman 
apologized subsequently to clogs, • be- 
cause he said he had never known larga 
dogs to fight small ones, as seemed to 
be the practice oC the upper-class men 
at the military academy. Mr. Sewell 
called up the conference report on Ui3 
military a' rlemy appropriation bill! 
and defended .the action of the con-1 
ferees, holding that they had follow-all < 
the instructions of both the senate and! 
the house ir. reporting a code prcvkl-. 
ing expulsion and other severe penal- 
ties for hazing. He declared that many 
people thought Booz was killed by haz- ] 
ing, and if, there was anything this 
country demanded it was a law to pre- 
vent such a crime as hazing. 


Mr. Wolcott Favors Hn'/intr. 


Mr. Wolcott thought congress liad 


entered upon a trifling piece of busi- 
ness. The enactment of the provision 
would make of the cadets milksops aud 
prigs. He related some personal ex- 
periences of hazing in his college days, 
and remarked that some ot the bazars 
won name and fame, while others went 
•from bad to worse, some even landing 
In the senate of the United States. In 
conclusion he declared that for thirty- 
Jive years every West Point cadet had 
been hazed and in turn had been a 
hazer. Congress was not justified in 
treating the body of cadets like a lot 
of school 
children and in 
bringing 


them up as weak and enervated sol- 
diers. 


Conference Report Rejected.

a law that will put the nominations of 
the candidates directly in the hands 
of the people, hut to describe this bill 
as one which puts the nominiauons in- 
to .the hands of a machine or party 
boss would be more accurate and 
would not sound as well. . This is 
advocated, by professional politicians 
in the interests of the dear 
people. 


The study of it will convince you 
that any man who does not make a 
business of politics; who does not keep 
his spoon in the political pot an oi 
the time, would have no hope of in- 
fluence' in 'r>olitical';m'atters. 


Weakens Proper 
Politics. 


•"Ii discourages proper political ac- 


tivity where it is essential for the 
benefit of the state and nation, and 
forces politics upon the people where 
they should be entirely excluded. 
In 


state and national matters it weakens 
proper policies, and in municipal mat- 
ters—where they have no place—in- 
terjects them. 


Power to Corporations. 


"Under this bill great power is giv- 


«n to railroad corporations. 
They 


can organize enough voters swiftly 
and secretly to control every nomina- 
tion. 
An individual would be power- 


less as against them. "Under our pres- 
ent system .they have never dared to 
takep,a hand, in 
political 
matters. 


Where nominations are made on bare 
pluralities their means f5f 
organiza- 


tion are so great that they would be 
able to dictate. 
Corruption in one 


county under this law would 
affect 


the entire state so far as the nomina- 
tion of the state are concerned. 
' "A serious,objection to this bill lies 
in the fact that for a man to obtain 
any kind of an office he m;ust almost 
of .necessity go ,out begging for.- it. 


No Demand for Such a Law. 


. "What demand is there in Wisconsin 
for such a radical change as is here 
provided for? 
Our caucuses are, as 


a rule, orderly, well attended, justly 
handled, and choose largely represen- 
tative, men as .delegates. 
Of course, 


there are numerous exceptions, but on 
the whole we have done well. 
There 


are many dangerous features to this 
•bill, and its socalled good features 
•re entirely experimental. 


"The last 
republican state con- 


vention nominated all of its candidate: 
by; acclamation. It was generally un- 
derstood throughout the state that it 
would be .done. . No contests were 
made. .The conditions w.ere accepted 
j>y, the republicans."... Yet had this 
law. been ,in, force each officer would 
have, had, to go through all the steps 
required, in the. case-of a vigorous 
contestT-Wd. .probably 
everything 


would have been contested. 


Effects of Present System. 


. "This. bill will turn our so-callec 
principles into a condidate's appeal 
for, votes. 
The true American way k 


for the people to declare what they 
want and then select the men who are 
willing.and.have the capacity to sup- 
ply that want. , .This Is the natural 
method—it is republican in form—it 
Is American. . This system pervades 
every phase of our national existence. 
Under it we have grown from a hand- 
ful to one of the mighty nations of 
the earth's history. 
We have grown 


from poverty to be the bankers of the 
world. 
We have grown from half- 


starved common laborers to a nation of 
mechanics, well fed, well clothed, well 
housed, well educate'd. 
We are an in- 


dependent and selfrespecting people— 
all can make themselves felt in caucus 
and convention. 
The instances of 


onr representative betraying our trust 
are rare. 


"Why then this radical change— 


where the need of pulling out and re- 
jecting one of the foundation stones 
on which we have been builrling for 
more than a hundred years? 
Talk 


with your constituents—let them un- 
derstand this bill— and my judgment 
is that you will find against it the best 
thinking people of. the state."

Paris,. Feb. 20.— iJonstant rumors of 


the imminent abdication of Franc. s Jo- 
seph, emperor of Austria, coupled with

France, 


where the eventuality oe Germany's 
annexation of Austria is viewed with 
consternation, both on economic ana 
political grounds. Alfred 
Rambaud, 


ex-minister of public instruction ana 
one oE ..Prance's most renowned con- 
temporary 
historians, 
says: "For 


France the 'question of Austria consti- 
tutes a question of life or dsath. For 
every Frenchman 
it is nothing less 


than a question of daily bread." Com- 
ing from such, an authority such a 
statement shows how keenly German 
intrigues in Austria are watch-ad by 
France. Eclair today devotes consid- 
erable space to a discussion of the 
economical revolution the annexation 
of Austria by Germaay would c.iuse in 
the United 'States and in 'Europe. It 
<ays: "Such annexation would tend to 
*eep Germany free from commercial 
dependency and" the development of 
low rates and slave labor in the ex- 
tended empire would enable Germany 
successfully to combat American oppo- 
sition. "

Run, 
Mike, run!" and scrambled up ,a' low 
tree. 
He had got his. arms over u low 


branch when the grizzly caught him by 
the foot. 
In agony of fear uu .sh&ntud 


for help. 
Mike saw the boy was .being 


dragged ilowu to eortain death. .Instead 
of saving himself by (light the br.nve 
fellow ran back and buried his ax to the 
helve in the bear, which, leaving his hold 
upon the boy, turned and crushed. Mike 
with a single blow. 
The noble ,'fcllo.w 


had given his Hi'c to save his brother. 
Jim drew himself up to safety, for the 
grizzly, unlike the cinnamon and black, 
is unable to climb. After killing Mike 
the bear rolled him over as if to make 
sure, that he was dear! and without re- 
turning to the tree made off with Mike's 
ax still hanging from his. body and, .al- 
though his bloody trail..was followed for 
a long distance, was never heard, from 
again. Such is the grizzly. 


lint all this is "another story." I com- 


menced to te'.l of my friend who was 
treed.

name him the doctor. I can't toll the story 
as it deserves, but the rentier will let his 
imagination work upon the facts I'nar-.

Foreign Envoys 
Give 
>Jiffht 
Dujs to 


Pekin, Feb. 20:—The foreign envoys 


have given the 
Chinese 
authorities 


eight days in which to issue satisfac- 
tory edicts. 


Shanghai, Fsb. 20.—The Shanghai 


Mercury asserts that "the allies are 
preparing a move that will astonish 
China and quickly bring her to terms." 


A'ceording to the North China Daily 


News the Germans are planning an ex- 
pedition on the Yangste Kiang. 


Pekin, Feb. 20.—The foreign envoys 


have held a conference regarding the 
Chinese .reply -concerning the punish- 
ment of the guilty persons .named by 
the powers. The reply was considered 
unsatisfactory and the envoys decided 
to' insist upon a compliance with their 
original demands. 


-This-' decision and the 
objections 


urged by. the envoys 'to••the latest im- 
perial edict were unanimous, and the 
doyen of the diplomatic corps will,in- 
form 
the 
Chinese 
plenipotentiaries1 


that the former requirements must be 
strictly complied with.' ' 
' 


'Meanwhile great preparations are be- 


ing made by the various commanders 
preparatory to the big expedition', espe- 
cially in the matter of transportation. 
Apparently the only commanders who 
have enough of anything' for a long 
campaign are the American, British, 
and Japanese. 
The others 
are 
defi- 


cient especially the German, although 
Count von Waldersee believes that-.in 
a few days he will have all the sup- 
plies really necessary. He .takes the 
position that it will be better' to secure 
the greater part of the provisions from 
the country itself, but most of. the 
generals think it unwise to take so 
great a risk. 


The British will rely almost entirely 


upon pack trains. 
Any other met bod. 


o[ transportation through the m'ouri- 
tain passes would probably be impos- 
sible, as, according to information re- 
ceived here, the Chinese have prepared 
for just this contingency and have 
blocked every possible pass with big 
boulders in order to render the passage 
of artillery next to impossible. 


Many people in Pekin say that Count 


von Waldersee is "working a bliiff^-'in- 
co-operation with'the foreign envoys, 
hoping to compel the Chinese pleulpo- 
tentiaries to comply with the demands 
o£ the powers.
